Mr. Farris was a De- 
mocrat in political activi- 
ties, always faithful tohis 
party. For many years he 
was a member of the Coffee 
County Democratic Execu- 
tive Committee and served 
several terms as chairman, 

Few citizens exper- 
ienced as many changes 
in the way of life as did 
Mr, Farris, Friends and 
relatives thoroughly en- 
joyed listening to him tell 
of events of the past. He 
remembered the days when 
he went to church on an 
ox cart and in his early 
days how he would travel 
to Troy to haul guano back 
to the family farm in Cof- 
fee County. He would tell 
of the trip which took at 
least three days for the 
round journey, They chose 
a well known camp site 
about half way to divide 
the trip each way, 

Mr, Farris was dearly 
loved by his many friends 
and is remembered affec- 
tionally by them, He igs
